FOR FARMERS AND THEIR WIVES 


Apparently In an effort to keep up 


the standard of usefulness attained 
when it tried to teach farmers’ wives 
how to make cottage cheese, the De­ 
partment of Agriculture has Issued a 
bulletin on “ Selection and 
Care 
of 


Clothing’’. 
In the space of 32 pages 


of paper secured with great difficulty 
because of the shortage, the Depart­ 
ment touches on every phase of the 
clothing question 
except 
how 
to 


get the price. 
For instance, the tax­ 
payer who conies into possession of 
one of these bulletins will learn that 
“ clothing should always Jig comfort­ 
able and healthful; it must protect 
the body from cold, heat, moist tire. 
rough surfaces,^ accoraing to need,’’ 
till of which might not occur to peo­ 
ple who are busy earning a living, lf 
they did not have a Department of 
Agricultural to impress the facts tip- 
on their minds. 
Then, too. there is the solemn ad­ 
monition that the lines of the cloth­ 
ing “ should be in harmony with or 
improve the lines of lite figure." This 
suggestion may lead to greater care 


among farmers in selection of clothes 
that will show' off their figures to ad­ 
vantage. 
Too had that Maud Muller 


didn't have this bulletin in her pos­ 
session on that fateful day when the 
judge drove on. 
More careful selec­ 
tion of her clothing with a view to 
“ improving the lines of iVe figure” 
might have been the single necessary 
factor in winning the judge. 
Hut, to turn over a page of the bul­ 
letin 
we learn that “ generally, lit­ 
tle can be done to undergarments ex­ 
cept to patch or darn worn plants, 
to sew on buttons, or perhaps to re­ 
work frayed button 
holes/’ 
And 


that valuable advice is followed by 
the oven more practical suggestion 
that “ women’s dresses may often Iv 
freshened and made 
to 
look 
new 


simply by cleansing’’ etc., and “ men’s 
hats may be freshened by recooking 
and renewing tint ribbon.” 
It’s too bad space will not permit 


a quotation from every page of tho 
bulletin, bul, hampered by lack of 
paper, we feel impelled to skip a few 
pages to present the 
following 
ad­ 
monition deemed by the Department 
of Agriculture essential to tin1 pros 
polity and happiness of the farming 
element of our 
population, 
“ Socks 


and stockings may be of cotton, wool 
or silk, and should lie long enough 
not to cramp the toes.” 
Whatever 


other Information in 
the 
bulletin 


may Im* overlooked, this should not 
he forgotten. 
Teachers 
in 
rural 


schools might well copy it on black­ 
boards in order that it may be per­ 
manently fixed In the pupils' minds 
while their intellectual faculties are 
-till at a receptive stage. 
After they 


have gone out in the world and have 
become menially unbalanced by grap 
pling with income tax problems, they 
may not be capable o Deceiving and 
retaining such highly technical and 
scientific Information as this. Many 
a child might, in after years, wear 
socks made of hemp, or wood pulp. 
or <ast iron or some other malarial 
that would give rise to foot troubles
